Tynes said that in the past few 
years the district has had to cut 
way back on instructional capital 
outlay. He said that the district 
had gotten tremendous support 
from the local PTA’s, which 
supplied many instructional items 
which could not have been 
purchased otherwise.

Wilcox, who left the Planning 
Commission after serving a 
four-year term in July, is a 
professional architect and has 
lived in Placentia about eight 
years.

Kenneth Perry Dies In Viet-Nam 


Committee On Evaluation 
Set Up By School District

PLACENTIA — Local residents 
are saddened this week with the 
death of a Valencia High graduate 
who died in Vietnam on 
December 2. 

Kenneth Richard Perry was 
killed by small arms fire after dark 
during a Special Forces mission 
near Saigon. According to reports, 
the soldier and his buddies were 
checking a bunker complex when 
they were fired upon. 

Sgt. Perry was born in San 
Diego and came to Orange County 
and Santa Ana in 1952. In 1957, 
the family moved to Placentia. He 
graduated from Valencia High 
School with the class of 1968. 

Shortly after graduation from 
high school, the young man 
enlisted in the armed forces. 
According to a history teacher at 
Valencia, he had always 
considered a military career, 
though he was a quiet, shy 
student. 

It was the third tour of Vietnam 
duty for young Perry. The first 


year he was a rifleman. The 
second year he was a door gunner 
on a helicopter. On his recent tour 
of duty he had been with the 
Special Forces. 

He had had brushes with death 
many times in his three years in 
the war theatre. He had survived 
six ambushes, and three helicopter 
crashes. He had received 
numerous decorations among 
which were three Bronze Stars, 
many Air Medals, and Unit 
Citations. 

Sgt. Perry was 21 on November 
16. 

Funeral services with full 
military honors were held Monday 
at Patterson-Snively Mortuary 
Chapel in Long Beach. Burial is at 
Ft. Rosecrans National Cemetery 
in San Diego. 

Sgt. Perry is survived by his 
father, Kenneth O. Perry of 
Placentia, mother Patricia R., a 
brother Allen W., and grandfather 
Orrel W. Perry.

Physician Prescribes 
Manipulation For 
Low Back Pain 

The above headline is from a column by Ben Zinser, 
medical science editor of the Long Beach, California, daily 
newspaper.

Anaheim-it’s a crying 
shame that more physicians 
are not interested in 
manipulation of the spinal 
cord to solve backache 
problems because that 
technique, properly done, 
could save an awful lot of 
surgery bills, a noted British 
orthopedic surgeon told the 
California Medical 
Association here Saturday. 

Dr. Henry Cyriax was 
invited to address the 
CMA’s 100th annual 
scientific session because he 
has the reputation of being 
one of the world’s leading 
authorities on backache. 

Dr. Cyriax told a press 
conference that doctors had 
pretty much ignored his 40 


years of preaching about the 
value of manipulation. 

Respectable orthopedic 
surgeons avoid back 
manipulation like a case of 
leprosy, he said, and in 
Great Britian it’s barely 
mentioned in medical 
schools. 

Yet, Dr. Cyriax said, his 
experience based on more 
than 40,000 backache cases 
has shown that 1 percent or 
fewer need surgery. 

He said the only 
justification for surgery is 
incurable pain.

“Many are operated on 
because the surgeon thinks 
the pain is incurable, but 
the fact is that 9 out of 10 
getting it don’t need 
surgery,” he said. He added 
that in the United States, 
where operations of most 
kinds are more common 
than in Britain, the 
incidence of unnecessary 
back surgery is even higher. 

During the press 
conference Dr. Cyriax 
described manipulation as 
the use of the hands by a 
doctor. “Manipulation is 
not new but it is just not 
being used by medical 
doctors,” he said. 

He also added that 
backache is the commonest 
cause of job absence among 
healthy men in England.
